HEIGH HO, SILVER! 
We hav e heard a great deal du ring the past 
few months abou t the bogging down of certain 
featu res of the New Deal. It is generally adm it­ 
ted th at the farm program hasn’t been so hot. 
In fact, there wasn’t enou gh warmth in it to en­ 
thu se the farmers in the corn and wheat belt 
last Nov ember. We hav e been informed too that 
the pu mp priming idea hasn’t been so su ccessfu l 
ex cept at spending billions, u nbalancing the fed­ 
eral bu dget and pu shing the national debt u p to 
an all high. That its resu lts hav en’t been en­ 
tirely satisfy ing is indicated by the fact that 
there are 11;00U,000 men still ou t of work . They 
tell u s too that k eeping politics ou t of relief has 
been a difficu lt job. Ev en the New Dealers are 
now mak ing plans to eliminate the politics from 
relief althou gn only a few months ago they were 
deny ing that there was any . 
Along this general line of New Deal accom­ 
plishments, we might mention ou r silv er pro­ 
gram. The President has annou nced that he will 
continu e the pu rchase of silv er, with the tax ­ 
pay ers’ money , for another six months, at a price 
which is nearly twice as high as the world price. 
Somebody here might tak e a look at the record. 
When the silv er pu rchasing program was started 
it was said that by pay ing nearly twice tne world 
price for silv er we wou ld increase tne world price 
of the metal, raise the v alu e of commodities and 
help the silv er standard nations, su ch as China 
ana Mex ico. Well, we hav e spent more than a 
billion dollars bu y ing silv er here and abroad for 
nearly twice what it is worth. The world price 
of silv er has adv anced little if any , the price of 
commodities is no nigher now tnan lou r y ears 
ago — not so high ii we measu re the present 
v alu e of the dollar in terms of gold — and we 
hav e not helped china ex cept to driv e lier on 
the silv er standard. As ior Mex ico — well, wheth­ 
er we hav e helped her or not su e is helping her­ 
self— to the property of American citizens in 
that cou ntry , ay tax ing it withou t pay ing for it. 
Bu t we are to go on ior another six moncns ou y - 
ing Mex ico’s Nsnv er for' more tnan it is worth to 
snow ou r appreciation. 
They sam the sliv er purchasing act had a po ­ 
litical ang le to aid u ie imo w r>eai — o ut e v e n 
so me o f tne silv er states didn t Smile so Drig nt- 
ly in the New Deal g alax y lase Nov emoer. 


WHAT, NO RUBBER STAMP? 
The 1936 election seems to hav e changed the 


tempo of the national administration. We are 
informed that the New Deal boy s at Washington, 
who denied so strenu ou sly that there was any 
politics in relief, are now proposing their own 
plan for tak ing politics ou t of relief. Bu t there 
is more good news. It is stated on good au thor­ 
ity at Washington that in the present session 
Congress is to hav e its own way . There are to be 
no ru bber stamps. The members of Congress are 
ev en to be permitted to write the cou ntry ’s legis­ 
lation. No longer will they hav e proposed laws 
for the nation handed to them all tied u p with 
red tape, ready for passage. Any ov erzealou s 
New Deal professors who seek to write laws for 
introdu ction by congressmen are to be repri­ 
manded by the administration. From now on 
Congress is to be strictly on its own. 
One reason for this, of cou rse, is the fact that 
the v oters in Nov ember last y ear ex pressed their 
disapprov al of a ru bber stamp Congress. Bu t 
tnere may be another. With its greatly increased 
anti-New Deal membership rn Congress v ery 
lik ely it will'be difficu lt for the administration 
to force any ru bber stamp legislation throu gh 
the hopper. Su ch procedu re wou ld end only in 
mu tu al recrimination and a legislativ e deadlock . 
It is only good politics on the part of the Presi­ 
dent, therefore, to permit Congress to hav e free 
rem. It may be that su ch a cou rse will resu lt in 
a do-notnihg Congress, one in which little will 
be accomplished, if tnat is tru e and there is 
general criticism then tne President can say tnat 
ne tried what his critics wanted and it was lou na 
u nsatisfactory . This wou ld, of cou rse, be made 
to look lik e a v indication. 
On the o ther hand it is mo re than po ssible the 
sessio n 0 1 Co ng ress “ o n its o wn" may no t De so 
u nsu ccessfu l alter all. Co ng ress sho uld o e abun­ 
dantly capable o f dev elo ping a real leadersmp. 
There is an abundance 01 material av auao ie. if 
su cn leadersmp is fo rthco ming tnere is an ex ­ 
cellent po ssibility tnat tne new Co ng ress may be 
ame to render so me ^|tai serv ice to uie co untry . 
Tms co uld De do ne in two way s, by the killing un

New Deal, and tne enactment 0 1 so me co nstruc­ 
tiv e leg islatio n casemated to resto ie uie balance
